After Wiliet Hicks® family 
hegan to visit him, which was 
previous to his death, they be- 
ing near neighbors, at Green- 
wich, he was much engaged in 
writing, which he performed 
with great difficulty,~ bolstered 
up in hie bed, with something 
placed before to rest his paper 
en: his shonlders also bein 
stiff so that he could not move 
them: which together with what 
M_ Roscew saw. convineed her 
bevend a doubt. that he was 
spending his little remnaimin 
Strength, te leave bebind bim a

proof of the abhorrence of those 
principles which he had much 
of his life been endeavouring to 
inculcate. This circumsfao.e 
occasioned M  Roscow to be 
lesa careful to preserve or re
